It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Birth-rate  has 
risen  from  17*95  per  1,000  to  25*08  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  Death-rate,  also,  has  fallen  from  13*54 
per  1,000  to  9*93  per  r,ooo. 

The  chief  needs  of  the  District  are  Seweraofe 
Schemes  for  Little  Eaton,  Stanley  and  Stanley  Common, 
W  ater  Supplies  for  Ockbrook,  Borrowash,  Draycott, 
Breaston,  and  Dale  Abbev. 

The  Housing  Schemes  of  the  District  are  making 
good  progress  ;  69  Houses  are  now  occupied. 

The  Schemes  for  Sewerage  which  have  been 
prepared  for  Little  Eaton,  Stanley  and  Stanley  Common, 
and  also  for  Housing,  are  held  up  by  reason  of  finance. 

Mr.  Formaids  Report  is  appended,  and  I  thank 
him  for  his  hearty  co-operation  during  the  year.

FOR  THE  YEAR  f920. 


Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 

extremity  of  the  County,  and  surrounds  tlie  Borough  of  Derby, 
District. — The  Shardlow  Rural  District  lies  in  the  South- 
Eastern,  except  on  its  North-West  Boundary.  It  almost  surrounds 
the  small  Urban  District  of  Alvaston,  and  touches  the  Urban  Dis¬ 
tricts  of  Long  Eaton  and  Ilkeston  on  the  East  and  North-east 
respectively. 

Its  extent  is  44,358  acres,  practically  6g  square  miles. 

The  Northern  Portion  is  somcvvhat  hilly,  the  altitude  varying 
from  300  to  450  feet  above  sea-level.  In  the  Valley  of  the  Trent  and 
Derwent  it  is  flat,  again  rising  to  about  250  feet  at  Melbourne,  and 
400  at  Derby  Hills. 

At  the  igoi  Census,  there  were  5,818  inhabited  houses,  and 
at  that  of  igii  there  were  7,015. 

The  average  number  of  persons  per  house  is  4-2. 

The  Rateable  Value  in  April,  igi2,  was  ;f2io,400,  consisting 
of  Agricultural  Land,  ;f5g,454  ;  Buildings  and  other  Hereditaments. 
£150.9+6. 

The  Principle  Industries  are  Agriculture,  Coal  Mining 
(West  Hallam,  Stanley,  Dale  Abbey),  Lace-Making  (Sandiacre, 
Sawley,  Breaston,  Draycott,  Melbourne),  Cotton  Doubling  (Borrow- 
ash,  Draycott),  Iron  Founding  (Stanton-by-Dale,  Sandiacre),  Brew¬ 
ing  (Shardlow  and  Little  Eaton).  There  were  also  Boot  P'actories 
at  Melbourne,  Paper  Mills  at  Little  Eaton,  Colour  Works  at  Spondon, 
and  Gypsum  Mines  at  Chellaston.

Millstone  Grit. — Melbourne,  King’s  Newton,  Stanton-by-Bridge. 
Melbourne  Grit  and  -Breadsall,  Part  of  Little  Eaton.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — Eight  Hundred  and  Three  Births  were  Registered 
during  tlie  year,  as  compared  v/ith  576  in  1919.  This  gives  an 
annual  birth-rate  for  the  District  of  25 '08  p6r  1,000,  as  against 
17-95  last  year. 

The  natural  increase  or  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  485. 

Deaths.  —  The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  actually  occurring 
within  the  District  was  303.  During  the  }  ear  quarterl}'  returns 
were  made  from  the  Registrar-General’s  Office,  with  the  object  of 
obtaining  greater  accuracy  in  the  vital  statistics  for  the  Sanitary 
Districts  throughout  the  country.  These  returns  relate  to  ‘‘  Trans¬ 
ferable  deaths,”  that  is  to  say,  of  persons,  who,  having  a  fixed  or 
usual  residence  in  England  or  Wales,  died  in  a  district  outside  that 
in  which  they  reside.  Eighty-one  of  these  transferable  deaths  were 
notified  to  this  District,  48  being  “  inward  ”  transfers,  that  is  to  say, 
deaths  of  residents  dying  in  other  Districts,  and  33  “  outward  ” 
transfers,  that  is  to  say,  deaths  of  residents  of  other  Districts  whose 
death  took  place  in  this.  Deducting  the  outward  and  adding  the 
inward  transfers  we  have  a  net  total  of  318  deaths,  giving  an  annual 
death-rate  for  the  year  of  9*93  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against 
13-54  pe  r  1,000  last  year. 

Eighteen  deaths  were  registered  on  Coroner’s  Certificates,  and 
3  were  uncertified.  'I'he  uncertified  deaths  occurred  as  follows  : — 

Melbourne,  age  61  ;  Stanle}-,  age  86  ;  Stanton-by-Dale.  age  58, 

Infant  Mortality . — The  deaths  of  children  under  i  year  num¬ 
bered  52,  compared  with  59  in  1919.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for 
the  year  was  64-75  per  1,000  births  registered,  as  against  97-2 
per  1,000  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  Table  on  page  24  gives  very 
detailed  particulars  of  the  cause  of  death  and  age  in  weeks  and 
months  of  all  infants  registered  during  the  year. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — The  chief  epidemic  diseases  caused  14 
deaths  during  the  year,  giving  a  zymotic  death-rale  of  *43  per  1,000 
of  the  population.

Preventive  Measures. — The  following  are  the  measures  adopted 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  Infectious  Diseases  : — 

All  infected  houses  are  visited  on  receipt  of  the  notification, 
either  by  the  Medical  Officer  or  Inspector,  or  both.  Arrangements 
are  made  for  the  patient’s  removal  to  Draycott  Hospital,  when  it  is- 
desirable.  If  the  patient  is  isolated  at  home,  printed  instructions  are 
given  on  the  best  management  of  the  case  and  method  of  isolation. 
Post  Cards  are  left  at  all  infected  houses,  to  be  returned  to  me  when 
the  h  ouse  is  ready  for  disinfection,  and  the  work  is  then  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector.  When  it  appears  necessary 
other  visits  are  paid,  to  see  that  the  instructions  are  being  obeyed. 
When  patients  are  removed  to  Hospital,  the  premises  are  usually 
disinfected  on  the  same  day. 

All  disinfecting  is  done  with  Formalin  Vapour.  “  Vapaform 
lamps  are  used  ;  they  are  inexpensive,  handy,  and  require  little 
attention. 

Notices  are  sent  (when  necessary)  to  the  Headmaster  of  Day 
Schools  and  Superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools,  giving  full  par¬ 
ticulars  of  children  suffering  from  infectious  disease,  and  stating  the 
length  of  time  they  and  any  other  children  in  the  house  should  be 
excluded  from  School. 

Disinfectants  are  supplied  to  persons  unable  to  provide  them. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  Medical  Practitioners  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Diphtheria  The  Antitoxin  is  stocked  by  the  Chemists  in 
various  parts  of  the  District,  so  that  no  delay  need  occur  in  the 
Doctors  obtaining  the  same. 

Insanitary  conditions  found  at  infected  houses  were  dealt  with 
by  Mr.  Forman. 
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A  very  efficient  Bacteriological  Laboratory  is  established  at  the 
County  Offices,  St.  Mary’s  Gate,  Derby,  by  which  Practitioners  are 
enabled  to  obtain,  for  their  patients,  the  benefits  of  all  the  modern 
methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  which  Bacteriology  provides. 
This  is  particularly  of  advantage  in  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  Enteric  Fever,  Meningitis,  and  Venereal  Diseases.  No 
fees  are  charged  for  routine  cases. 

Regular  systematic  visits  are  paid  to  the  Schools  in  the  District 
in  connection  with  the  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease.  The  returns 
of  Infectious  Disease  sent  by  School  Teachers  and  School  Attend¬ 
ance  Officers  are  of  great  value,  as  they  enable  one  to  keep  in  touch 
with  all  the  Scools  in  the  District  where  Infectious  Disease  occurs, 
and  to  judge  when  prompt  action  is  necessary.  They  include  not 
only  the  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  but  the  Non-Notifiable, 
Chicken  Pox,  Whooping  Cough,  Mumps,  &c. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — The  Draycott^  Joint  Hospital  is 
available  for  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria.  Enteric  Fever 
cases  are  usually  removed  to  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary, 

There  is  no  Hospital  Accommodation  for  Small  Pox.  Your 
Committee  have  considered  the  question  of  dealingl  with  cases  of 
Small  Pox  which  may  occur  in  the  District,  and  are  of  opinion  that 
the  suggestion  from  the  County  Council  to  combine  with  neighbour¬ 
ing  Local  Authorities  to  provide  a  Small  Pox  Hospital,  should 
be  adopted. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  admission  of  cases  of 
Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  if  sufficient  accommodation  is  available.

All  cases,  when  recognised,  are  reported  by  the  Medical  Attendant 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  names  are  sent  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Nurse  is  also  informed. 

Alter  her  visit  to  the  case,  the  Nurse  sends  a  report  to  the 
Medical  Officer,  noting  any  sanitary  matters  reqairing  attention. 
The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  informed  of  the  same,  and  gets  these 
■flatters  rectified. 
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On  the  death  of  a  person  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  disin¬ 
fection  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  same  is  also  done  on  the  removal  of  a  patient  from  a 
house  in  the  District, 

Excellent  work  is  done  by  the  Nurse  in  getting  the  patients  to 
adopt  more  healthy  modes  of  living,  proper  dealing  with  the 
sputum,  &c. 

Generally  speaking,  any  matters  in  regard  to  treatment  are 
dealt  with  through  the  County  Authorities,  and  any  matters  in  regard 
to  defective  Sanitation  by  the  Council.

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SCHOOLS. 


The  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Schools  throughout  the  District 
is  good  on  the  whole.  They  were  all  systematically  inspected  during 
the  year,  the  inspections  being  apart  from  visits  paid  in  connection 
with  outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease. 

A  total  number  of  1497  children  were  examined,  including  87 
who  were  examined  as  “  Special  Cases,”  that  is  to  say,  children  of 
ages  other  than  5,  8,  or  13,  who  were  considered  by  the  teacher 
to  have  some  disease  requiring  attention.

Systematic  Inspections. — From  time  to  time,  with  the  Inspector, 
I  made  the  usual  routine  systematic  inspections  of  the  District. 
Due  attention  was  given  to  Housing,  Water  Supplies,  Overcrowd¬ 
ing,  Drainage,  Closet  Accommodation,  and  General  Sanitation. 
When  necessary,  notices  were  served  by  the  Inspector  for  the 
alteration  of  defects  found. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  afid  Milkshops. — The  Model  Bye-Laws  are 
in  force  over  the  whole  District.  Regular  systematic  inspection  is 
done  by  Mr.  Forman,  and  the  results  will  be  found  in  his  report. 
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Offensive  Trades^ — None  are  carried  on  in  the  District. 

Common  Lodging  Houses, — None  in  the  District. 

Bye-Laws^  Adoptive  Acts,  S=c, — Bye-Laws  with  respect  to  New 
Streets  and  Buildings  are  in  force  over  the  whole  District.  They 
follow  the  Model  Bye-Laws,  and  are  well  enforced.  The  Council 
have  decided  to  alter  and  bring  them  more  up  to  date,  in  accordance 
with  the  New  Model,  but  up  to  the  present  the  necessary  alterations 
have  not  been  decided  upon. 

Urban  Powers  under  Section  42  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
are  in  force  at  Breaston,  Draycott,  Littleover,  Melbourne,  Ockbrook, 
Normanton,  Spondon,  Sawley,  and  Stanley. 

The  Sanitary  Provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1907,  have  been  in  force  over  the  District  since  Aug.  i6th, 
1910,  as  follows  : — 

In  force  over  Whole  District — Sections  15-17,  20,  22,  23-5, 
27-38,  43-46;  49,  50,  52-67. 

Sections  21  in  all  Parishes  except  Aston,  Barrow,  Breadsall, 
Chellaston,  Dale  Abbey,  Risley,  Stanton-by-Bridge,  and  Weston. 

Sections  39-42  in  Littleover,  Melbourne,  Normanton,  Sandiacre, 
and  Spondon  only. 

Section  45,  P.H.A.,  1817,  has  been  adopted  for  the  Whole 
District. 

Factories  and  Workshops'  The  Provisions  of  these  Acts 

are  duly  carried  out.  There  are  120  Workshops  on  the  Register, 
including  Bakehouses,  and,  on  the  whole,  their  condition  is 
satisfactory. 

Fifteen  Lists  of  Out-Workers  were  received,  representing  the 
names  of  67  out-workers.  The  names  of  65  out-workers  living  in 
other  Districts,  but  employed  by  firms  in  this,  were  sent  to  the 
proper  Authorities.  The  out-work  employments  are  lace  and  curtain 
net-mending,  chevening  stockings,  and  boot  finishing. 
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The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  are  satisfactory  in  all 
factories  to  which  the  Section  applies. 

No  instance  of  the  employment  of  a  protected  person  in  a 
factory  or  workshop  in  which  no  abstract  of  the  Act  was  posted  up 
came  under  my  notice  during  the  year. 

All  Bakehouses  are  registered,  and  duly  inspected.  They  are 
all  in  good  structural  condition. 

There  are  no  underground  Bakehouses  in  the  District.

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  to  be  referred  (a)  to  the  district  of  residence,  under  the  general  rule  ;  (6)  if  this 
district  is  unknown,  or  the  deceased  had  no  fixed  abode,  to  the  district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ;  (r)  failing  this, 
to  the  district  where  death  occurred,  if  known  ;  and  {d)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  the  body  was  found.

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The  cost  of  Public  Scavenging  has  again  increased  considerably, 
the  average  cost  per  house  being  2/9I  more  than  in  1919.  This 
can  be  attributed  to  the  further  rise  in  the  cost  of  living,  which 
took  place  in  1920,  wages  being  raised  as  a  consequence.  Though 
the  cost  was  greater,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  work  was 
performed  in  a  better  manner. 

In  one  Parish  there  was  actually  a  considerable  decrease  in  the 
average  cost  per  house,  viz.,  Normanton.  This  was  due  to  the 
erection  of  113  houses,  all  having  water  closets.  Melbourne  was 
again  the  cheapest,  closely  followed  by  Spondon  and  Sandiacre, 
Draycott  and  Sawley  show  the  greatest  increase,  the  cost  of  the 
former  being  nearly  twice  as  much  as  in  1919.  The  purchase  of  a 
new  cart  and  heavy  expenditure  over  horses  at  Draycott  are 
chiefly  responsible  for  the  extra  cost.  Also  the  wages  paid  to  the 
scavengers  at  Draycott  and  Sawley  are  the  highest  in  the  District. 

There  is  every  indication  that  prices  have  reached  the  high- 
water  mark,  as  the  cost  of  living  is  gradually  decreasing,  and  there 
is  more  competition  for  the  contracts  than  there  has  been  for  a 
number  of  years,  even  in  pre-War  days.  The  figures  for  1921 
should  show  a  reduction. 

It  appeared  probable  at  one  time  that  the  District  Council  would 
have  to  follow  the  example  of  the  Basford  Rural  District  Council, 
and  do  all  the  scavenging  in  the  District  by  “  direct  labour,”  owing 
to  the  difficult}^  in  obtaining  Tenders  ;  but,  as  mentioned  above, 
there  is  now  no  trouble  in  this  direction.  “  Direct  labour  ”  may  be 
more  efficient  (though  there  are  contractors  in  the  District  whose 
work  compares  very  favourably  with  that  done  in  the  Parishes 
employing  “  direct  labour  ”),  but  it  is  more  costly,  especially  when 
adopted  for  a  whole  Rural  District,  as  it  means  additional  officials 
and  special  gangs  of  men,  together  with  the  purchase  and  upkeep  of 
lorries.
